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HISTORY OF HOLY ROSARY SCHOOL 


“Holy Rosary School!’ Beautiful words. Sounds wonderful, too, especially 
to the parishioners of our parish. 


We, the people of Holy Rosary, have seen one of our dreams come true. 
From the first families in the parish to the latest family registering, it is with pride 
that we take part in the dedication of our school today. 


One might ask how did it come about? What led up to this> Why? We can 
only answer them by saying, “First a Dream, then Sacrifice, and Hard Work.” 
As to why, the answer is simple. It is for our children, our children’s children, and 
on down the line to any child seeking a good Catholic education. 


Little did some of our older parishioners realize when they helped start the 
parish that they would be watching their grandchildren go to school here. 


As with everything else, Holy Rosary Parish had a beginning. It was started 
with a survey as to who might be interested in having a Catholic Church in Bruns- 
wick. Reverend Joachim Ryder started the survey and was followed up by Reverend 
Arnold Wibbert. Father Wibbert was to become Holy Rosary’s first pastor. 


Because of the zeal and enthusiasm of the Catholic families in Brunswick and 
the outlying neighborhoods, the first Mass was said on “The Feast of the Most 
Holy Rosary,” October 7, 1931. The church was located in a store building at 
5215 West 5th Avenue. 


Reverend Louis Ratayczak succeeded Father Wibbert as our pastor in June 
of 1933. In the same year on October 29th, Father Ratayczak broke ground for a 
new church at its present location. It was dedicated on the 28th of October of the 
following year. Father Ratayczak, due to ill health, received an assistant, in the per- 


son of Reverend Louis Zenz, in July of 1940. 


When Father Ratayczak resigned because of his ill health, our present pastor, 
Reverend Joseph Smith came into our midst. He arrived July 4, 1944, minus an 
assistant, as Father Zenz left for another parish. 


Under Father Smith, our parish purchased more land for the future erection 
of a new parochial school and church. 


The need of an assistant to our pastor became very great as the years went by. 
Our parish was growing tremendously. The work on Father Smith’s shoulders was 
getting heavier day by day. 


In June of 1955, Reverend James Hayes was appointed as Father Smith’s 
assistant. 
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When the time rolled around for the new school to be built, permission had to 
be granted from Most Reverend John Francis Noll, D.D., Bishop of Fort Wayne 
or the Apostolic Administrator of the Fort Wayne Diocese, Most Reverend Leo A. 
Pursley, D.D. 


Father Smith could not get permission to build the new school until he could 
get a written promise from a Teaching Order of Sisters. He tried many Orders be- 


fore finally getting the necessary promise from The Mother Superior of the Sisters 
of St. Joseph, Third Order of St. Francis. Their mother house is in Chicago. 


Then came the go ahead sign from Fort Wayne. J. Ellsworth Potter of 
Cleveland, Ohio, and Gary, was selected as the architect and bids were opened and 
approved. 


Ground breaking for the new school took place after the 11:30 Mass, Septem- 
ber 1955, with the hope that the school would be opened the following September. 
Weather conditions and scarcity of some building material, forced a postponement. 


Father Smith’s plans were not to be altered. With the help of men in the 
parish, the church hall was converted into three classrooms. 


When Father Hayes received an appointment to another parish, it was Rever- 


end Alphonse Skerl who took his place June 1956. Father Skerl is still with us. 


Registration of students took place on Sunday, May 4th, 1956, under the 
supervision of nuns from the Mother-House of our teaching Order. 


Our beloved and very gracious nuns arrived on August 24, 1956, to take up 
temporary residence at 5226 West 4th Place. 


School officially opened in the church hall on September 10 of last year with 
Sister M. Robertine, Sister M. Raphael, Sister Mary Francesca and Sister Mary. 


January 25th of this year was moving day for our beloved nuns. Their con- 
vent is located in the new school building. 


March 18th, was the big day in the parish. The school children marched into 
the new school building after Mass to officially take over and initiate the building in 
general. God Jove them and bless them always. 


So today we take part in this wonderful dedication with the First Bishop of 
the New Gary Diocese, His Excellency Bishop Andrew Grutka, officiating. 


Many of our prayers are being said today with the hope that when our parish 
celebrates its Golden Jubilee we will see some of our boys in priest robes helping 
our pastor at Mass, while the faces on the nuns will take us back to some of the 
young ladies in todays procession. We hope our prayers are not in vain.
